- Se West and Redistribution 


It is altogether probable that, even before the present issue of this paper 
reaches its readers, the Dominion Parliament will be dissolved and writs 
issued for a new Parliament whose legal span of life will run until 1927 
unless, because of some exceptional circumstance, it is deemed advisablo 
to consult the people before that year, 

In compliance with the terms of the constitution of Canada a census 
of the population was taken in the month of June last. It is also provided 
by the constitution that upon the completion of such census the represen- 
tation of the several Provinces in the House of Commons shall be readjust- 
ed in such manner as to give to cach Province equality of representation 
based on population such readjisted representation to become effective upon 
the termination of the then existing Parliament. ; 

It is admitted by all people in Canada, from Premier Meighen down, 
that that portion of Canada west of the Great Lakes will be shown to be 
entitled to a larger representation than it now enjoys, and the fad@t is equally 
well recognized that Canada east of the Great Lakes will not be entitled 
to quite as many representatives as it now has. 

Nevertheless, although it would require only a‘few months more to 
compile and tabulate the 1921 figures of population and thus niake possible 
an early and fair readjustment of the representation of the Provinces in the 
House of Commons, Parliament is hastily dissolyed, although no new or 
sudden issue has arisen, and writs for a new Parllament issued which will 
result in Canada for the next five years being governed by a House of Com- 
inons Which is not truly representative of the country. 

Whe action taken may be constitutional within the strict meaning of the 
law, but it seems a violation of the spirit of the constitution, Yet it is not 
the first time this has happened in Canada. In fact ever sinco the popia- 
tion of the West began to increase so rapidly, while the population of On- 
tario and the Maritime Provinces failed to keep pace with Quebec's in- 
crease in population, there has been a tendency at Ottawa to precipitate 
general elections in the year of the census taking rightfon the eve of redis- 
tribution but before making it effective. 

Let us take a historical glance back over the past thirty.years and the 
last three census enumerations. In 1891 the House of Commons consisted 
of 215 members representing the Provinces as follows: Ontario 92, Quebee 
65, Nova Scotia 21, New Brunswick 16, Prince Edward Island 6, Manitoba 5, 
British Columbia 6, North West Territories 4. This was a census year but 
instead of a redistribution bill being passed before going to the country, 
Tarliament was dissolved, the issue being Reciprocity with the United States. 
It was not until five years later that the country secured the benefits of the 
readjustment which was really due in 1891, 

The nexi census came in 1901, but a generab election had been held the 
preceding year, but as the result of the previously delayed redistribution On- 
tario was entitled to only 86 members instead of 62, the three Maritime 
Provinces lost 8, while Manitoba doubled its quota from 5 to 10, the North 
West Territories from 4 to 11, and British Columlga added one. ‘In 1905 
the new Provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan wre created, Saskatche- 
wan being given 10 members and Alberta 7, ‘Thi§ additional representa- 
tion became effective in 190S. ‘ 

While the figures of tho census of 1911 were b 
city with the United States again became a live issme and an Agreement 
signed with the United States came before FParliar%ent for ratification. 
Strong opposition developed in Eastern Canada and tha Opposition obstruct- 
ed and blockaded the passage of the bill. Tho Govern'yent thereupon ap- 
pealed to the country, and once again the West was deprgved of iis rightful 
representation on a question in which it was vitally inteRested, while the 
East was allowed a representation to which it was not jus entitled. 

War broke out in 1914 and by agreement the life of th Parliament 
elected in 1911 was extended and it was not until 1917, therefore that the 
people secured the benefits of the representation to which they wer really 
entitled in 1911. That long delayed readjustment further Mele On- 
tario’s representation to 82, a loss of 10 members in two decades; Nava 
Scotia dropped to 16, a loss of 5 in the same period; New Brunswick fell fr 
11, a logs of 5; P.E.I. to 8, or only one-half what it had in 1891. On the 
other hand Manitoba increased to'15, or three times its representation in 
1891; Saskatchewan got 16 and Alberta 12, as compared with 4 for the 
N.W.T. in 1891; British Columbia was accorded 18 as compared with 6 In 

-1891; and the Yukon was given one, 

In other words, althdigh the membership of the House of Commons only 
increased from: 215 in 1891 to 234 on the strength of the census of 1911, 
the representation west of the Great Lakes ose from 15 to 57, while the 
representation east of tha-CGreat Lakes fell from 200 to 177. 

It is generally agreed, both East and West, that the same evolution 
in the political power of the country ts taking place; that is, that the repre- 
sentation of the West will be increased and that of the East decreased when 
the final figures for 1921 are tabulated. It means that for one-half of the 
whole period during which the readjusted representation showld be in effect

Canadian explorer, has formed a com- 
pany with British capital and secured 
a thirty-year grazing lease on the 
south half of Baffin's land for’ the 
same purpose. The North American 
Reindeer Company has a ranch of 73,- 
750 square miles north of the Chure- 
hill River to graze reindeer and cart- 
boo upon for commercial purposes, 
whilst another large concession of the 
Northland has been secured by tho 
Hudson’s Bay Reindeer Company, a 
commercial organization with the 
same aims. 

The bleak Guadatan north framed in 
perpetual ice and snow, the monoton- 
ous barren tundras of the Arctic cir- 
cle are fictitious features of long har- 
bored traditions having no substanca 
in fact. This region is one of latent 
wealth and potentiality, largely unpro- 
ductive as yet on account of laclr of 
exploitation, but fast being penetrated 
and forced to utility. Canada has 
large areas to the south yet awaiting 
settlement and development and when 
these are producing to their full cap- 
acity, the rich Canadian Arctic re- 
gions wil] come into their own, .

Movement In. Progress to Extend 
Union of South Africa. 

Tho Union of South Africa, over 
Which General Smuts presides, con- 
tains fottr provinces, but {gs only a 
third larger than British Columbia, or 
two-thirds the area of Quebec, The 
movement now in progress for the an- 
nexation of the colony of Rhodesia, 
at present administered by the British 
South Africa Company, would nearly 
double tho area of the Union'by add- 
ing 450,000 square miles to tho 473,- 
000 now administered by tho Union 
Government. It would add 1,500,000 
to the native population, with some 
40,000 Huropeans. < 

The Government of Mr. Smuts is 
also administering the former Ger- 
man protectorate of West ‘Africa, an 
estate of 320,000 square miles, with a 
small European population jand sev- 
The 
‘Number of tho natives was greatly 
reduced, and somo races nearly ex- 
terminated during tho German occu) 
pation. General Smuts is thus like- 
ly to have under his jurisdiction 1,200,- 
000 equare miles of territory, with a 
000 square miles of territory, with ¢ 
total popwlation not much less than 
that of Canada.—The Daily Province.
